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RACING GOVERNORS, 


Texas Racing Commission 


ACING in the Lone Star State is governed by 
a Commission, created by the Legislature 
in the spring of 1933, the bill having been ap- 
proved by Governor Miriam A. Ferguson, May 25 
last, the law becoming effective September 1 
last. The Commission comprises three members, 
they being the State Tax Commissioner, the 
Commissioner of Agriculture, and a Chairman to 
be appointed by the Governor. The first Chair- 
man was Frank Scofield, who resigned during 
November last to become Internal Revenue Col- 
lector for the Southern District of Texas. Gov- 
ernor Ferguson appointed as Mr. Scoffield’s suc- 
cessor GUY L. WAGGONER, of Fort Worth son of 
Col. William Thomas Waggoner, noted rancher- 
sportsman who, together with his sons Guy and 
Paul, own the Three D’s Stable, the Three D’s 
Stock Farm, large cattle and oil interests, and 
were the builders of Arlington Downs, at Arling- 
ton, midway between Fort Worth and Dallas, 
where the initial meeting under the new law was 
held last fall, sponsored by the Texas Jockey Club, 
of which Paul Waggoner is President. Colonel 
Waggoner and his sons were among the leading 
backers of the movement that resulted in the 
legalization of pari-mutuel pooling and _ the 
restoration of the sport of racing to Texas. Guy 
Waggoner is identified with his father and his 
brother, not alone in their racing and ranching 
enterprises, but in oil production, refinery opera- 
tion, steel fabrication and other businesses. State 
Tax Commissioner H. P. EDWARDS, before his ap- 
pointment to that office, practiced law at Dallas. 
He continues to maintain his law offices there. 
Commissioner of Agriculture J. E. McDONALD is 
a farmer. He has been in office about six years. 
Prior to that time he was a member of the House 
of Representatives in the Fortieth Legislature. 
Mr. Waggoner is the only breeder or owner of 
Thoroughbred horses on the Commission. The 
Commission’s Secretary is MRS. ELIZABETH M. 
THWEATT, who has proved herself to be quite 
capable and very prompt in looking after her 
duties. The Commission’s office is at the State 
Capitol, the address being Texas Racing Com- 
mission, Austin, Texas. 


Texas Racing Permits 


HUS far only two permits have been issued 

for racing in Texas this year. The Texas 
Breeders & Racing Association, Inc., E. J. Hus- 
sion, President, and Lou Smith, General Manager, 
Mortimer Mahoney, Manager of Mutuels, at Ep- 
som Downs, Houston, is to operate from March 
9 to 31, inclusive, Sundays excepted, a total of 
20 days, on the first of which the proceeds will 
go to the Bay Shore Orphans’ Home. The Texas 
Jockey Club, E. Paul Waggoner, President, 
Joseph A. Murphy, General Manager, Des Dres- 
sen, Manager of Mutuels, is to have 21 days at 
Arlington Downs, Arlington, from March 29 to 
April 21, inclusive, Sundays excepted, with the 
Texas Derby to be the feature of the last day. 
There is an application in for a permit to race at 
Dallas and it is likely there will be a meeting at 
Galveston in July, Robert I. Cohen having an- 
nounced intention to apply. Jack W. Neal and 
associates have made application for a permit at 
San Antonio. 


PLACES AND DATES 


Texas License and Take 


HE commission permitted to be taken by li- 

censees from pari-mutuel pools in Texas is 
10 per cent, with breakage to the dime, of this the 
state receives 215 per cent. In addition there is 
a fee for issuance of license, graduated according 
to population of the communities in which the 
tracks are located, the sums ranging from $100 
to $2,000. From the State’s part, operating ex- 
penses for the Racing Commission is first de- 
ducted, then 25 per cent of the remainder goes 
to the public school fund; 25 per cent of the re- 
mainder is used for purchase and location of stal- 
lions and jacks throughout Texas, for the services 
of which mare owners pay $5 per foal to the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture, who is charged with the 
duty of selecting the stallions and jacks. Mr. 
McDonald has just returned to Texas from Mis- 
souri where he bought 18 jacks and seven stal- 
lions, and he is now engaged in the difficult task 
of distributing 25 sires over 254 counties so that 
there will be a minimum of dissatisfaction until 
funds will be available for purchase of others. 
The remainder of the State’s part from _ the 
betting is prorated and paid to the treasurers of 
each of the 254 counties.

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EDITORIAL NOTES 


Detroit's Long Meeting 


E now have the “low down” on the Detroit 

Racing Association’s decision to race 120 
days at the Fair Grounds in that city this year. 
That organization has been compelled by Michi- 
gan State officials and by merchants of Detroit 
to take a step not at all to their liking, but they 
are bravely walking into the situation, hoping 
that they will not lose their shirts, and that they 
can so conduct the meeting that, regardless of its 
length, it will continue sportful and be through- 
out appreciated by the populace. The call came 
to the Detroit Racing Association from the Capi- 
tol at Lansing that all of $480,000 in the nature 
of revenue from racing at the Fair Grounds 
would be required this year. Officials of that or- 
ganization, who had been planning to have two 
meetings, the first, in the spring, of 40 days, and 
the second, in the autumn, of 30 days, demurred 
at first, and then countered with a proposal that 
they would hold two meetings of 40 days each 
and pay $2,500 per day, plus a percentage of the 
earnings, if any, to the State. They were told 
that the State would be agreeable to 80 days of 
racing, but that $6,000 per day would be required. 
The State officials announced that they would be 
able to get what they were asking from other 
sources and produced evidence to that effect. 
The other sources had a trail leading to Canada. 
While all of this was going on, merchants in 
Detroit were telling the D. R. A. officials that 
they wanted all of the racing in that area to be 
done on the American side of the border. They 
argued that for years Detroit had supported race 
tracks at Windsor, Ontario, Canada, and that 
now they want that money to remain in the 
United States. They want their Canadian friends 
to come over the river for their racing for this 
year, at least, just as Detroiters for so long went 
over that water for theirs. The State officials 
finally made the proposal that if the D. R. A. 
would pay them $6,000 per day for 80 days this 
year they could have use of the Fair Grounds 
for another 40 days for nothing. The Detroit 
merchants, eager to keep racing out of Windsor 
this year, urged the acceptance of the proposal

and pledged co-operation. So here we see racing 
officials wanting shorter meetings literally pushed 
into longer ones. There are to be some announce- 
ments from the D. R. A. this week concerning 
plans and programs. We understand that the 
minimum purse will be $800; that there will be 
a number of $2,500 handicaps, and at least two 
stakes races, one in the spring and another in the 
fall, to carry $10,000 or more added. Well, here’s 
hoping that the bunch of good sportsmen who 
make up the Detroit Racing Association will be 
able to keep the thing from becoming a grind, 
and that they will have their neckties and their 
socks when it is over.

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Up To The Horsemen 


NDER the caption “The Saliva Gesture,” 

Turf and Sport Digest (Baltimore), in its 
issue for March, holds that “the saliva test as a 
means of detecting the presence of narcotics is 
absolutely inefficient and entirely ineffective.’’ We 
do not subscribe to that in toto. We believe the 
saliva test does discover the presence of narcotics 
orally given. It may be true that narcotics hypo- 
dermically administered will not appear in tests 
of saliva. They maybe evident in sweat, how- 
ever. We understand this to be a _ debatable 
question, and being such the tests, we think, 
should continue, under the best chemists avail- 
able in America, until the method has_ been 
proved efficient or ineffiicient. 

The saliva test, as conducted under orders 
from the Florida Racing Commission, may be far 
from perfect, but it is getting good results. The 
racing at Hialeah Park indicates this. In further 
support of the fact, we have the following in a 
letter received last week from E. C. Smith, one 
of the Stewards at Hialeah Park: 


You would be surprised at the effect of the dope cam- 
paign. While those conducting the campaign are as 
much on the job as at first, they are getting very puny 
results. It may have made some difference in the 
entries, which may be accounted for by the desire of 
some owners to fit their horses for an honest race in- 
stead of relying on dope. Whatever the reason, the 
results are gratifying. 

Turf and Sport Digest says “the receiving barn 


seems to offer the most logical solution of the 
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doping evil,” and cites the success attending its 
use at the Tanforan meeting of last fall, which 
had C. J. Fitz Gerald as its Director of Racing. 
Readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE, of course, are 
familiar with the operation of the barn at Tan- 
foran, since it has been related in these columns 
(Volume XX, pages 405, 465, 547). We agree 
with this thought, as we do also with the follow- 
ing last two paragraphs of Turf and Sport Di- 
yest’s editorial: 

The conclusions to be drawn from the entire situation 
which has developed since the Federal Government 
blew the lid off the stinking dope pot last summer in 
Chicago is, that the nefarious practice of administering 
narcotics to horses must stop. The saliva test will not 
bring it about; the receiving barns will not alone en- 
tirely eliminate it, nor will all the rules that can be 
plastered on the books or on the barns. The horsemen 
themselves are the only ones who can eliminate the evil. 
They will be called upon to do it. The only suggestion 
that will come from the Federal agents to prevent the 
doping of horses will be to the effect that the horsemen 
and the tracks eliminate it themselves. But, in offering 
this suggestion the Federal officials will make no hol- 
low statement; they will see to it that it is carried out. 

Those horsemen who will still insist in the adminis- 
tering of dope to their horses will sooner or later find 
themselves in the clutches of the Federal laws; those 
who fail to give their entire support to the proposition 


of ridding the Turf of its greatest evil will eventually be 
disbarred. 


It is, indeed, regrettable that some owners and 
trainers are displaying unwillingness to co- 
operate for the suppression of the evil. One day 
last week a former owner-trainer asked the writer 
for information concerning the number of horses 
found to have been doped. We are not in pos- 
session of accurate information, knowing only 
that obtainable through reports from time to 
time made by Federal narcotic officials and by 
racing Officials. When the inquirer had been so 
informed, he volunteered this statement: 


I do not believe this dope agitation amounts to much, 
and I am preparing an article against it. I think that 
it would have been much better for racing if the ques- 
tion had never been brought up. 


He then asked: “Do you agree with me?” We, 
of course, told him we do not agree with him. We 
think his statement and his attitude indicate that 
he has not kept abreast with the happenings. 
Otherwise he would know that, however long it 
may take, the doping of race horses in America 
is going to cease as a general practice, and that 
the racing officials are going to be more alert in 
enforcing the rules against it, or there will be no 
racing, no officials and, consequently, no doping. 
The dopesters, take it from us, are definitely 
through, in the not distant future.

period of prosperity prior to i929, failed to pro- 
duce a normal number of mules and horses. The 
United States Department of Agriculture, 
through its Bureau of Agricultural Economics 
and Crop Reporting Board, on February 15, re- 
leased its annual livestock inventory, in the 
course of which is contained the following: 


HORSES: The number of horses on farms continued 
to decrease in 1933 but at a less rapid rate than in re- 
cent years. The number January 1, 1934 was 11,942,000 
head, a decrease of about 2 per cent from January 1, 
1933. For the first time in many years the number of 
colts under one year consider ‘ably exceeded the number 
of such colts a year earlier and all evidence points to 
a sharp increase in colt raising in 1933. The value per 
head on January 1, 1934 was $66.42, a sharp increase 
over a year earlier and the highest since January 1, 
1930. The total value January 1 this year was $793,i84,- 
000 compared to $655,653,000 on January 1, 1933. 

MULES: The number of mules also decreased again 
in 1933 and at about the same rate as in other recent 
years. The number on January 1, 1934 was 4,931,000 
head, a decrease of 2 per cent. Mule colts under one 
year showed only a slight increase over a year earlier. 
The value per head of mules of al] ages increased from 
$60.17 on January 1, 1933 to $81.56 on January 1, 1934 
and the total value from $302,918,000 to $402,171,000 on 
January 1, 1934.

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NOTES ON NICKS - 
No. 13. Man o’ War 


AN O’ WAR has been in the stud at Faraway 
Farm since 1921. He has sent to the races 
10 crops of foals, those of 1922 to 1931 inclusive, 
not including those of 1932, lately come of racing 
age. During the 10 years there were 180 regis- 
tered foals, an average of 18 a year, not includ- 
ing those which died before they were old enough 
to have had opportunity for racing. His book 
every year has been limited to 25 mares. From 
the 180 registered foals there have been 131 
starters and 103 winners. Fifty-seven per cent of 
the registered foals and 71 per cent of the start- 
ers have been winners. The 103 winners have 
won a total of 531 races, an average of 5.4 races 
each. The 131 sons and daughters of Man o’ War 
which have started have earned, including racing 
of December 31, 1933, $1,835,859, an average of 
$183,586 annually. The 131 starters have earned 
an average of $16,304 each. Beginning with 1924, 
Man o’ War has been on the list of 20 leading 
sires every year except 1931. He was first in 
1926, second in 1928 and 1929, fourth in 1925, 
seventh in 1927, eleventh in 1932, twelfth in 1933, 
sixteenth in 1930. He was second on the list of 
leading broodmare sires last year. He has sired 
37 stakes winners, at least. One of his get, Cru- 
sader, has won more than $200,000; three others, 
Mars, Clyde Van Dusen and Bateau, have won 
more than $100,000 each; and four others, Scapa 
Flow, Genie, American Flag and Edith Cavell, 
have won more than $50,000 each. His grandson, 
Gusto, is above the $100,000 mark, and his grand- 
daughter, Mata Hari, is above $50,000, and both 
are still in training. I don’t know where a man 
would go to lay hands on a stallion with a better 
record 

The racing career of Man o’ War needs no 
comment. To the modern generation of horse 
lovers he is the greatest horse in American rac- 
ing. There are some who disagree, but they are 
looked upon as having a touch of heresy. There 
has: been, however, some disparagement of Man 
o’ War as a sire, possibly on the ground that he 
has not been the leading sire every year. I hard- 
ly think such disparagement will come from any- 
one who knows the facts; consequently I have set 
down in the first paragraph the summarized facts 
concerning Man o’ War's record as a sire. Some 
people won’t read the second paragraph. 

-In the pedigrees of race horses of the future 
Man o’ War’s place will be comparable to the 
present importance of St. Simon, Bend Or, Ison- 
omy, Domino, etc. In a few years there will be 
good horses inbred to Man o’ War, and in a few 
decades it will be a rare horse, of American 
breeding, which does not count Man o’ War 
among his ancestors. These are hardly predic- 
tions. They are such strong probabilities that 
one takes them for granted. Consequently the 
modern generation of breeders, those who have 
Man o’ War blood at their disposal, are interested 
in finding how best to make use of their oppor- 
tunity. 

According to the way I read the record, they 
need no instructions. Man o’ War blood, barring 
downright abuse, will take care of itself under 
almost any circumstances. There is no prescrip- 
tion necessary. But there are facts which ought 
to be noted. The important names in Man 0’ 
War’s pedigree include those of Hastings, Bend 
Or, *Rock Sand (and his sire and grandsire), St. 
Simon, Hampton. In the fifth generation are two

crosses each of Galopin and Hermit. Farther 
back is a wonderful foundation of Stockwell and 
his dam, the great Pocahontas. 

The most important names missing from the 
pedigree are Isonomy, Domino, Ben Brush, Han- 
over, Musket. If I may be allowed to prescribe 
where no prescription is necessary, I suggest that 
these outcrosses should be especially sought after 
for combination with the Man o’ War strain. 

But for definite instruction in nicks for Man 0’ 
War the details of his successes are more instruc- 
tive than any generalizations. I append here 
brief pedigrees of the dams of some of his most 
successful winners:

The above does not include all the high-class 
sons and daughters of Man o’ War, but it is a 
good sample of the best among them. The first 
eight on the list are arranged in order of money- 
winnings. Note that the first three pedigrees in- 
clude *Star Shoot, that the fourth includes *Star 
Shoot’s own sister, L’Etoile, and that *Star Shoot 
himself appears again in the sixth. This nick 
of blood has attracted so much attention that it 
is as well established in the minds of breeders as 
the Fair Play—*Rock Sand nick which brought 
about Man o’ War and other famous sons of Fair 
Play. I may be calied a heretic for saying so, but 
I don’t think the success of the Man o’ War— 
*Star Shoot cross is owing to any particular af- 
finity between the bloodlines. It simply happens 
that Man o’ War is a good sire and that *Star 
Shoot was a good sire of broodmares. However, 
anyone who wishes to disagree has plenty of evi- 
dence on his side. 

Except *Star Shoot, representing the powerful 
Isonomy outcross, and a return of Hermit, the 
name which is most frequently and prominently 
encountered on the distaff side of Man o’ War’s 
best progeny is the ubiquitous St. Simon, of 
which Man o’ War himself has a cross. 

The Roi Herode mare *Batanoea figures as the 
dam of two of Man o’ War’s stakes winners, Son 
0’ Battle and Corvette, and as grandam of an- 
other, Boatswain. Another Roi Herode mare is 
*“Lady Comfey, dam of the high-class American 
Flag and his brother Fleet Flag. American Flag, 
by the way, has no cross of *Star Shoot, and two 
of his stakes winners, Gusto and War Plane, are 
out of *Star Shoot mares. 


The “American” strains of Domino and Hindoo 
have been present in the pedigrees of some of 
Man o’ War’s most successful mates, Hindoo 
more than Domino. The Nurse, dam of Edith 
Cavell and Florence Nightingale, was inbred to 
Mannie Gray, dam of Domino; her sire, Yankee, 
was by Hanover, out of a sister to Domino, and 
her dam, Courtplaster, was inbred to St. Simon. 
Up to the present Ben Brush has played no great 
part in Man o’ War’s successes, though Sweep 
was sire of War Hero’s dam; Broomstick, of the 
dams of Frilette and Taps; and Ben Brush him- 
self, of the third dam of Ironclad. The way is 
left open for frequent alliances of Man o’ War 
with Ben Brush and Domino stock. I note that, 
of the five stakes-winning 2-year-olds of 1933 out 
of daughters of Man o’ War, four (Mata Hari, 
Black Buddy, Signalman, Billy M.) represent 
alliances with the Domino strain, and two (Jabot, 
Signalman) with Ben Brush. The *Star Shoot 
cross is also present in three (Mata Hari, Black 
Buddy, Signalman). The best son of Man o’ 
War’s brother, the dead My Play, which has been 
posthumously successful, is Plucky Play, out of a 
mare by Broomstick, by Ben Brush. 

In numerous instances mares bred to Man 0’ 
War have returned his *Rock Sand strain. Hard 
Tack is out of a daughter of *Rock Sand. Broad- 
side, Maid at Arms, Dress Parade, Speed Boat 
and Quarter Deck are out of granddaughters of 
the Triple Crown winner. Boatswain’s dam is 
by Hainault, whose dam, Bromus, also the dam 
of Phalaris, was bred like *Rock Sand, by Sain- 
foin out of a St. Simon mare. There is also a 
third cross of Sainfoin in Boatswain’s pedigree. 
Boatswain, incidentally, is about the only top- 
class Man o’ War whose dam is descended from 
Swynford, but War Glory’s dam is by Harry of 
Hereford, brother to Swynford. Alliances between 
Man o’ War blood and Swynford blood will pro- 
duce good horses in the future. 

Even the Hastings strain in Man o’ War’s 
pedigree has been returned with good success. 
Mata Hari, highest-class racer among the super- 
horse’s grandchildren, is out of a Man o’ War 
mare and is by Peter Hastings, whose maternal 
grandsire was Hastings. Bateau, Man o’ War’s 
best daughter, is out of a mare whose second dam 
was *Fairy Gold, whose mating with Hastings 
produced Fair Play. The closest inbreeding in 
the pedigree of Crusader is to *Cinderella, dam of 
Hastings. 

There is not space enough available for a com- 
vlete summary of Man o’ War’s record as re- 
gards bloodline combinations. I have only touched 
a few of the high spots. But the high spots will 
be enough to demonstrate the prepotence and the 
adaptability of his blood and to indicate the tre- 
mendous possibilities that are still to be de- 
veloped from it.

Kingston Bryan's Model 


UDGE FRANK J. BRYAN, veteran official, 

handicapper and newspaper man, last week 
was present at a symposium, the subject of which 
was comparisons of past and present champions, 
which moved the judge to write an article de- 
fending the old-timers with the rather amazing 
record established by Kingston, of whom he has 
a lively recollection. Judge Bryan points out 
that “the Kapanga colt’? raced from 2-years old 
to 10-years old, 138 times, winning 89 and finish- 
ing unplaced but four. Even in that long term, 
his percentage of victories is 64.5. Extermina- 
tor won 50 of 100 races, Old Rosebud 40 of 80, 
Raceland 70 of 130 and Firenze 48 of 82. The 
weight-packing Roseben won 52 or 111, though 
his efforts in the main were confined to the 
sprints. On a percentage basis, these records do 
not compare with those of unbeaten Colin, Man o’ 
War or Sysonby, but none of these last were 
tried in so severe a test. Colin bowed, Man 0’ 
War retired at three and Sysonby, like the good, 
“died young.” 


Equipoise 


HE mighty Equipoise is “big as a bear,” ac- 

cording to word from the C. V. Whitney 
farm, where Trainer T. J. Healey is laying the 
foundation to his 1934 prep, ostensibly for an 
onslaught on Sun Beau’s earnings record that 
would appesr well beyond reach this year. Equi- 
poise is said to be sounder now than at any time 
since his juvenile year. Unless Trainer Healey 
changes his plans, Equipoise will be at Belmont 
Park within the next few weeks. By the way, 
Old Rosebud heard “Sonny”? Workman say over 
the radio one evening last week that Equipoise 
has a habit of bowing to acknowledge the ap- 
plause of the crowds. Of course, this was pre- 
arranged questioning and answering. The writer 
has heard the same thing said of numerous 
racers, but has yet to witness any such perform- 
ance. However, he is still a young feller, and 
they may some day be racing high-school horses, 
who can say?

EGRET, now 22, is in foal to *Royal Minstrel, 

and likely will not again be bred, the writer 
understands. The alien would seem a _ better 
husband for the super-filly than Mad Hatter, sire 
of her juvenile, Brabble. Though the daughter 
of Broomstick—Jersey Lightning has failed to 
drop a performer to prove a patch on herself, 
it is possible that one of the several young ma- 
trons she produced will foal a real crack. The 
death of Nemesis cut short the career as a brood- 
mare of one of Regret’s daughters which gave 
promise of throwing something worthwhile.

Earl Porter 


ARL PORTER'S papers proved more salable 
E than those O. L. Foster holds on the 1933 
champion jockey, Jack Westrope, although the 
comparison doesn’t rest there, as prices haven't 
been divulged. Porter is leaving his developer, 
S. H. Fairbanks, to join the stable to be congre- 
gated by Mrs.Elizabeth N. Lewis, of New York, 
who entered the game some two seasons back. 
Selby Burch now has the two 3-year-olds, a colt 
and filly, neither of which have started, compris- 
ing the Lewis string, under his wing at Benning. 
Warren Wright is among those who unavaillingly 
sought Porter’s services. Mrs. Lewis has let it be 
known that the extent of expansion in her stable 
is dependent in part up on The Jockey Club’s 
retaining control of New York racing. Porter, 
who enjoys an average of .28 per cent winners in 
the Miami sector, is outriding all rivals at Hia- 
leah Park, where most of the best Eastern talent 
is busy.

HARLEY STANHOPE provides the thought 

that in Australia, imported English sires 
have scored their biggest successes when mated 
to mares of old-line Australasian families, the 
same holding good in this country when the Eng- 
lish sires have been crossed with good mares of 
old American lines. The first mare sent to Aus- 
tralia from England was Manto, which was im- 
ported in 1825. She is the ancestress of Night 
March. America’s own Twenty Grand also car- 
ries an infusion of her blood, according to Mr. 
Stanhope. The sport Down Under is relatively 


much younger than in America. 
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JOCKEYS 


HEN “Uncle Henry’ McDaniel left the 

Joseph E. Widener stable to train the 
horses of his former employer W. S. Kilmer, it 
was announced that the veteran rider Mack 
Garner would make the same shift of employers. 
Last week at Hialeah Park, Robert A. Smith, 
trainer for Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane’s Brook- 
meade Stable, announced that Garner had signed 
a contract to ride the Brookmeade horses this 
year. At the end of the Hialeah Park meeting 
Garner is to go with Trainer Smith to Columbia, 
Ss. C., to help with the preparation of 35 Brook- 
meade horses wintering there. Mr. Kilmer, left 
without a rider, made an offer to A. A. Baroni 
for his contract on W. D. Wright, but the West- 
ern turfman declined. A story had been started 
that Trainer Smith had obtained the contract on 
Apprentice Earl Porter, but the veteran condi- 
tioner denied the report, though admitting that 
he had been offered the contract. Later it was 
announced that S. H. Fairbanks, who held the 
papers on the smiling lad who stands at the top 
of the winning jockey column for the year, had 
transferred him to Mrs. T. J. Lewis, New York 
sportswoman, whose fortune accumulates from 
the sale of Elizabeth Arden beauty products... . 
Earl Porter at the end of last week has 52 win- 
ners for the year, including four winners during 
the week. Second, nine wins behind him, was 
J. Jacobs, and third was a new apprentice, M. 
Winters, who rode 10 winners at Agua Caliente 
during the week ended February 17 and boosted 
his total for the year to 40. Winters, appropri- 
ately enough, passed D. Summers. B. Haas, rid- 
ing at New Orleans, which now has racing seven 
days a week, had nine winners and went into a 
tie with Silvio Coucci for fifth place. ... Of 
Bobby Jones Frank Ortell last week wrote in the 
Miami Daily News: “Jones has the unhappy fac- 
ulty, it seems, of giving up the cause entirely 
when he can’t get down in front, forgetting that 
under the legalized form of betting here that they 
sell place and show tickets. The stewards should 
warn jockeys to ride their mounts out to the 
limit whether they win or not.” ... At New Or- 
leans last week G. E. Tyler bought from N. K. 
Beall the contract on Apprentice D. R. Stuller. 
... Earl Steffen was out of the saddle a week 
because of the death of a brother in Oklahoma. 
... Harry Duffy, of Louisville, apprenticed to the 
stable of W. F. Knebelkamp, is to begin riding 
this spring. ... C. Ralls was set down 10 days for 
foul riding in the third race at Tampa February 
12....J. Eaby went to the Hialeah Park stew- 
ards with a claim of foul after the 2-year-old 
race of February 16. The claim was not allowed, 
and Eaby himself was suspended three days by 
the starter, for disobedience at the post. . . . Most 
drastic (though not very drastic) suspension of 
last week was that given M. Dupuy by stewards 
at the Fair Grounds, New Orleans, for grabbing 
F. Dougherty in the second race of Monday, Feb- 
ruary 12. He was set down for the remainder 
of the Fair Grounds meeting, which closes March 
17. The same day Anthony Pascuma was sus- 
pended three days at the Fair Grounds. 


SABLIN, a son of Display, was purchased by the 
newly organized Manhasset Stable (Mrs. Charles 
Shipman Payson and Mrs. Thomas Laughlin) at 
Saratoga last August for $300. The lad won his 
first start at Hialeah Park last week. 


MARYLAND 


RACING COMMISSION’S REPORT 


é¢é7J\HE four one-mile tracks in the State have 

had a very unprofitable year,’ says the 
fourteenth annual report of the Maryland Racing 
Commission to Albert C. Ritchie, Governor. 
“They have reduced their stakes, purses, and op- 
erating expenses as far as they could properly 
do so, and still have only been able to earn a 
very small profit and that without providing for 
dividends. We hope that the coming year will 
prove much more satisfactory.” 

The statement of the Commission’s own ex- 
penses and disbursements during 1933 shows that 
it paid to the treasurer of the State a net balance 
of $899,903.69, racing’s share in the support of 
the government, besides an additional $75,000 
turned over to the treasurer of Baltimore County, 
representing Pimlico’s local daily license tax. 
The sum turned over to the State is a big in- 
crease over the $633,483.36 of 1932, the difference 
being largely accounted for by the additional tax 
levied last year, that is, 1 per cent on money 
wagered. Among the figures given for the vari- 
ous tracks: 

Harford Agricultural and _ Breeders’ Association 
(Havre de Grace): Pari-mutuel turnover (estimated 
from official statement of 1 per cent State tax), $6,834,- 
715; net income, $51,144.04; deficit before dividends, 
$4,256.49; dividends paid, $90,000; total deficit, $94,256.49; 
net revenue subject to commission’s 15 per cent tax, 
$61,084.54. 

Maryland State Fair (Laurel Park): Pari-mutuel 
turnover (estimated), $6,223,900; net income, $33,862.89; 
deficit before dividends, $26,869.20; dividends, $100,000; 
total deficit, $126,869.20; net taxable revenue, $43,245.43. 

Maryland Jockey Club (Pimlico): Pari-mutuel turn- 
over (estimated), $7,163,627; net loss, $38,559.36; gross 
deficit, $52,610.43; net taxable revenue, $3,566.69. 

Southern Maryland Agricultural Association (Bowie): 
Pari-mutuel turnover (estimated), $6.503.009; net loss, 
$3,304.99; deficit before dividends, $55,549.68; dividends 
paid from surplus, $66,000; total deficit, $121,549.68; net 
taxable revenue. $11,307.38. (Note—Included in Bowie's 
expenses is $10,500 paid to 21 directors, $500 each.) 

The figures given do not include the eight days 
of charity racing, two at each track.

HIALEAH PARK 


AST week saw Hialeah Park’s crowds and 

totalizator turnover increase until the reckon- 
ing at the end of racing on Saturday, February 
17, showed that during the first 21 days of the 
45-day meeting the daily “handle” had averaged 
more than a quarter of a million dollars. The 
figures:

The turnover for last Saturday, February 17, 
was a new record for Hialeah Park, and conse- 
quently a new record for winter racing in 
America. It will be noticed that the highest mark 
for the corresponding week of last winter’s meet- 
ing was only slightly better than the lowest mark 
for last week. 

The Bahama Handicap, run last Saturday, 
brought out a field of leading candidates for the 
Florida Derby and provided another stakes 


victory for Time Supply, which still holds the: 


inside track in the public’s favor for the $10,000 
added event which will be the meeting’s closing 
feature. Besides the Bahama Handicap the Hia- 
leah Park crowd of Saturday saw another race 
which would have qualified well as a stakes race. 
It was a one-mile overnight handicap in which 
were Springsteel, with 126 pounds, and Clarify, 
with 118, two of the best of their division racing 
this winter. Springsteel was a slight favorite over 
the other. They had the race to themselves all 
the way, Springsteel winning in fast time (:23%, 
74626, 1:10%5, 1:3545, equaling the track record), 
with Clarify second, followed by Sweeping Light, 
Mad Frump, Yonkel and Red Roamer. 

The first 2-year-old stakes event of the season 
will be the Nursery Stakes No. 1, for colts and 
geldings, to be run Saturday, February 24. 
Entries for the 3-furlong test number 23. 


TIME SUPPLY’S SPLENDID RACE 


Time Supply, favorite for the Florida Derby, 
was made an odds-on choice, at 9 to 10, for the 
second running of the Bahama Handicap ($2,500 
added, 3-year-olds, seven furlongs), at Hialeah 
Park last Saturday, February 17, despite the fact 
that Racing Secretary Charles J. McLennan had 
given him top weight of 122 pounds, six pounds 
more than anything else in the race. The son of 
Time Maker proved equal to the occasion. Don 
Meade took no chances with him, but drove him 
hard in the first furlong to get him clear of his 
company. He then took hold of the colt’s head and 
kept him snugly in hand until the eighth pole 
was reached. Here he gave him a reminder with 
the whip and hand-rode him to the finish, where 
he was still going well within himself. The only 
challenge to Time Supply came from Mrs. F. J. 
Heller’s Agrarian (116), a son of *Sickle and 
Mary Jane, by Pennant. Agrarian, though close 
up in the early running, did not appear to settle 
down to his best lick until the second half of the 
race. In the last furlong he cut Time Supply’s 
lead from three lengths to half that distance. 
Third, a length and a half behind Agrarian, was 
A. A. Baroni’s selling plater Bittybit (105), 


weakening after having forced the pace. W, 
Graham’s Kievex (110) captured fourth money, 
Others in the 13-horse field were Gay Joe (112), 
Chance Flight (111), Herowin (107), Naval 
Cadet (104), Speedy Skippy (115), The Triumvir 
(103), Open Range (116), Zulu Lad (110), Sun 
Abbot (107).

THE END OF TAMPA 


Joseph M. Smoot’s latest promotional venture 
went on the rocks last week. Tampa Downs, 
scheduled to run 33 days, ran six days and closed. 
On the opening day, February 8, the pari-mutuel 
turnover approximated $18,000, but it did not 
reach that figure again. It was estimated that a 
play of at least $50,000 daily would have been 
necessary to run the meeting at a profit, but there 
was no prospect of such an average, and the 
track had no other source of income than the 
7 per cent allowed as its share of the take-out. 
This probably did not total more than $7,000. 
Desperate last-minute efforts were made to re- 
finance the track. They failed, and on February 
16 Hal Thompson, president of the Tampa Turf 
and Field Club, operating the track, announced 
the closing. Late the previous day Mr. Smoot 
had assured the horsemen of his confidence that 
the meeting would go through. All employees 
were paid off in full the day before the closing. 
Tampa has repeatedly been a sink-hole for the 
funds of racing promoters.

Hialeah Park achieved the peak of its social 
history last Saturday when Her Royal Highness 
the Princess Alice and Countess of Athlone and 
her husband, the Earl of Athlone, brother of 
Queen Mary of England, were the guests of 
Joseph E. Widener at the track.

TANFORAN 


T Los Angeles February 15 the California 

Horse Racing Board granted to Tanforan, 
Inc., the principal owner of which is John W. 
Marchbank, a license to conduct a meeting at the 
Tanforan track, San Bruno, for 30 days, begin- 
ning Thursday, March 29. The permit carries 
provision for an extension of 10 days if mutually 
agreed upon by the Board and Mr. Marchbank. 
There will be five days of racing each week, 
Sundays and Mondays excepted. There is a pro- 
viso, however, that the Board may sanction, if it 
so desires, racing for charity on certain Sundays. 
This means that the meeting will extend well into 
May. The minimum purse will be $400. The 
Board approved a ticket-selling device manufac- 
tured by the Bentley & Murray Co., of Chicago. 
The same device has been used on American Turf 
Association tracks. There is to be an odds board 
in the infield. George W. Schilling will be pre- 
siding steward and W. K. Macomber steward to 
represent the California Board. These two are 
to name a third steward. The starting will be 
done by Roy W. Dickerson, track superintendent 
at Arlington Park, who also does the starting 
there and is now engaged in starting at the Fair 
Grounds, New Orleans. Starter Dickerson was 
at Tanforan last fall. Other officials will be 
named shortly. It is announced that there will 
be no racing on Good Friday, March 30. 


NEW OFFICERS 


John D. Spreckels III has succeeded C. B. 
Irwin, of Cheyenne, Wyo., as president of the 
Western Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association 
and William Hartman has been named vice-presi- 
dent, succeeding Henry T. Palmer of Richmond, 
Va. The new officers are both Californians. Mr. 
Spreckels lives in San Franicsco and Mr. Hart- 
man at San Bruno. The organization has employed 
Dr. A. Hartnagel to act as its representative in 
saliva tests and H. W. (Frisco) Hoag, of San 
Francisco, has been appointed field agent. The 
association goes on record with the declaration 
that it will henceforth work in cooperation with 
the California Horse Racing Board and with the 
California tracks for the good of the sport. The 
horsemen are asking that when the Tanforan 
meeting opens the claiming tax of $50 and $100, 
as now imposed at Caliente, be not permitted. 
This, the horsemen say, is known as the Schilling 
device, and it imposes an unnecessary burden 
upon them. The horsemen further request that if 
the tax is to be imposed it be placed at their dis- 
posal instead of being distributed by addition to 
subsequent purses. |

Craig, who was riding her, escaped a _ serious 
injury. Marie O. was leading a field of 12 into 
the stretch of a five-furlong race when she fell 
breaking her neck and dying almost instantly.

by Kent, a first starter, bay colt by Fair Ball 
(brother to Chatterton)—-Many Flaws, by Blazes, 
bred by C. L. Hammond, owned by Pasadena 
Stable (Jack Atkin), trained by L. O. Lee. Kent 
finished third in his next race (last Saturday) to 
My Madelyn and San Luis Rey. W. A. Mikel 
scored a double with Swifty and Jennie Gal on 
February 14. Cooper Brothers, Rancho San Luis 
Rey, sold to F. D. Leighton, business manager 
of Paramount Studios, Los Angeles, the 2-year- 
old filly Hope Loring, which was the maiden name 
of Mrs. Leighton. Mr. Leighton owns a farm 
near Rancho San Luis Rey. Cooper Brothers also 
sold to Mrs. A. M. Creech the 2-year-olds My 
Madelyn and Bon Champ. My Madelyn won for 
Mrs. Creech last Saturday, defeating San Luis 
Rey, owned by Messrs. Cooper. Montanaro, by 
order of the Stewards, is not to race again until 
he recovers from a throat affection. W. L. Stan- 
field, a veteran in racing on the Pacific Coast, 
was removed from Caliente track to a hospital 
at San Diego February 16. Vic Cowdell, an as- 
sistant starter, was the only one of several men 
who attempted on February 16 to run around 
the Caliente race track in less than seven 
minutes. Cowdell covered the mile in six minutes. 
Baron Long has appointed Gus Flanagan to sell 
the horses belonging to his Viejas Stable. Samuel 
A. Culbertson, president of Churchill Downs, 
Louisville, Ky., was at Caliente last week. Austin 
C. Taylor, of British Columbia, who claimed 
Rome Vennie at Caliente and engaged Ted Horn- 
ing as trainer, announced that he is in the market 
for other horses to race on the Pacific Coast. 
Anncuncement is made that the schedule for the 
remainder of the Caliente meeting will be eight 
races every week day with 10 on Sunday and 14 
on Agua Caliente Handicap day, March 18. Gen- 
eral manager Lou Anger has announced that 
there will be no extension of the meeting. Booster 
Twist, bad actor, has been barred from racing. 
Distance for 2-year-old races has been extended 
to a half-mile. The Norman W. Church horses 
have arrived and are occupying an entire barn, 
the same in which Phar Lap was stabled. Gordon 
B. Towne says the rumor afloat at Caliente that 
*Boy Painter was a ringer is a malicious false- 
hood. Mr. Towne knew the horse in England be- 
fore he bought him. Bob McGarvey, trainer of 
Stuyvesant Peabody’s stable, is at Caliente from 
Chicago on a vacation. 


SILVER CORD TO ARIZONA 


John Muth, of Lexington, acting for Rex Ells- 
worth and brother, of Safford, Ariz., this week 
bought from Harry S. Hart, acting for Swing- 
along Stud, the 7-year-old grey horse Silver Cord, 
by *Stefan the Great out of Alice Blue Gown, by 
Luke McLuke. It is not known whether the new 
owners intend to race Silver Cord or put him in 
the stud. 


TEXAS 


ARLINGTON DOWNS STAKES 


HE Texas Jockey Club has announced eight 

stakes events to be run at its spring meeting 
at Arlington Downs March 29 to April 21, and 
the list of them, with values, running and closing 
dates and conditions, will be found in the adver- 
tisement on page 269. Added money will total 
$22,000, of which $10,000 will be expended on the 
Texas Derby, feature of the closing day. Charles 
Kenney, who will act as patrol judge at the meet- 
ing, was in Lexington last week to line up pros- 
pective stables for racing there and especially to 
find talent for the Texas Derby. He will also go 
to New York and Florida. Just now the best 
3-year-old talent engaged in winter racing is at 
Hialeah Park, which closes March 17 with the 
running of the $10,000 added Florida Derby. The 
Texas Derby may prove a soft spot for some fair 
3-year-old. 


SAN ANTONIO 


A track to be known as Mission Downs is to 
be located eight miles from San Antonio and ap- 
plication for the racing permit has been made to 
the Texas Racing Commission at Austin by 
Messrs. Jack W. Neal, Raymond R. Russell, 
William H. Russell and Jack R. Thurman, all 
residents of San Antonio. Mr. Neal, who is 
spoken of as likely to be appointed Mayor of 
San Antonio in the very near future, is to be 
the president of the company which will build 
and operate the plant. 


GALVESTON 


Robert I. Cohen, of Galveston, owner of the 
former dog track converted into a half-mile horse 
track, has announced his intention to apply to 
the Texas Racing Commission for a permit to, 
hold a race meeting there in July. There was a 
meeting at this plant in January which was con- 
ducted by Bassett Blakely, of Houston, who had 
leased it from Mr. Cohen. That meeting was not 
a success and the lease was broken. 


DALLAS 


Application has been made by T. R. Jones and 
R. B. George, of Dallas, for a permit to conduct 
a race meeting at Hilltop, Mr. Jones’ farm, about 
eight miles from Dallas. This firm had been 
asked by officials of the Texas State Fair to 
finance a meeting at Fair Park, Dallas, where 
there is a six-furlong track, in the centerfield of 
which is a fish hatchery. The citizens of Dallas 
objected to removal of the hatchery. The con- 
troversy has disgusted Messrs. Jones and George 
and the plan to race at Fair Park is all off as far 
as they are concerned and they are going for- 
ward with plans for a meeting at Hilltop. This, 
if the permit is granted, will follow Arlington 
Downs.

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KENTUCKY 


THOROUGHBRED CLUB 

NANIMOUSLY the Thoroughbred Club of 
U America, at its meeting at the Phoenix 
Hotel, Lexington, Saturday, February 17, passed 
the resolution offered by Arthur B. Hancock, of 
Paris, urging “the members of the Legislature 
of the State of New York to enact a bill that will: 

“(1) Enable the race courses of New York to 
continue. 

“(2) Give to the State of New York material 
revenue. 

“(3) Give assurance to the public, to the 
breeders and owners of race horses and of farms 
devoted to the breeding of horses that racing 
will be continued and maintained in that State 
on the same high plane to which it was elevated 
and on which it has been maintained through the 
generation and more that The Jockey Club has 
had control of racing in that State.” 

Another resolution passed by the club extended 
sympathy to Charles H. Berryman, bereaved of 
his wife and son, Brownell Berryman. 

The speaker for the day was Dr. W. W. Dimock, 
head of the animal pathology department at the 
University of Kentucky and known to horsemen 
of Europe and America for his researches in 
preventative medicine among horses. 

“TI would like to see Kentucky hold its leader- 
ship in the production of great horses,” Dr. 
Dimock said, “but you are going to lose it unless 
you change your methods so as to control the 
parasites which make bad horses out of good 
ones.” 

Dr. Dimock described the life cycle of the 
bloodworm (Strongylus vulgaris), which he 
declared is the most destructive of the 25 para- 
sitic worms preying on Thoroughbreds in Ken- 
tucky. They lodge in great numbers in the 
mesenteric arteries near the kidneys, and so 
,complete is their prevalence that, according to 
“Dr. Dimock, “I have yet to see the [autopsy of 
a] horse in Kentucky which did not have a 
serious lesion in the mesenteric arteries.” 

The best way to control parasitic worms, the 
speaker said, is to control the manure which 
contains their eggs. ‘For 15@ years you have 
been spreading fresh manure on your pastures. 
It’s just the same as if you had spread weed seed 
on your garden.” 

He suggested that manure be placed in piles 
and that an outside layer, about two feet thick, 
be thrown off before the remainder is loaded for 
spreading on pastures. The natural heat gene- 
rated by the manure will kill off all parasites. 
It is not ordinarily necessary to plow up fields 
as a measure against parasites, he said. The 
best preventive methods are through treatment 
of the animal and control of the manure. 

Concerning the economic value of parasitic 
control, Dr. Dimock cited the case of a $35,000 
yearling which proved valueless as a racer be- 
cause, as the autopsy revealed, “he had a bucket- 
ful of worms.” He added: ‘‘You can take a group 
of horses and take the bots out of their stomachs, 
then cut their rations by one-third and have 
better horses.” 

In a later address Dr. Dimock will discuss 
improper nutrition, which he ranks with para- 
sites as the most important problems with which 
Thoroughbred breeders have to contend. 

The next meeting of the Thoroughbred Club 
will be Saturday, March 3, at the Phoenix Hotel. 
At this session, J. A. Estes, associate editor of

MOTHER AND SON DIE SAME DAY 

Mrs. Charles Henry Berryman, wife of the 
widely known Lexington breeder, owner of Ballot 
and former owner of Saghonet Farm, died at 
Good Samaritan Hospital, Lexington, at 6:45 
p. m. Thursday, February 15, two hours and 15 
minutes after the death of her son Brownell 
Berryman, 40, in the same hospital and from the 
same cause-—-pneumonia. The bodies were in- 
terred in the Lexington Cemetery Saturday after- 
noon after funeral services at Christ (Episcopal) 
Church. 

Brownell Berryman, widely known and efficient 
racing official, contracted pneumonia while em- 
ployed in the Lexington tobacco market. His 
condition became critical early last week and his 
mother, while assisting in nursing him, con- 
tracted the disease. Mrs. Berryman was formerly 
Louise Brownell and was a native of Little 
Compton, R. I. Besides her husband, Mrs. Berry- 
man is survived by one daughter, Mrs. Baylor 
Van Meter; one sister, Mrs. Theron Noble, of 
Seattle, Wash.; two brothers, Frank Brownell, of 
New York City, and Fred Brownell, of Little 
Compton, R. I., and four grandchildren, Evelyn 
and Margaret Berryman, and Baylor and Louise 
Berryman Van Meter. 

Brownell Berryman was a veteran of the 
World War and was second lieutenant on the 
staff of Brig. Gen. William Judson, of the 76th 
Infantry Brigade from which he was commis- 
sioned first lieutenant and transferred to the 
149th Infantry Regiment, with which he went to 
France. He was re-assigned to the 58th Infantry 
and later to the 102nd Infantry, with which he 
entered Germany and returned to the United 
States in April, 1919, and was honorably dis- 
charged. He had served as a racing official on 
numerous tracks and was considered a most 
capable racing secretary. He is survived by his 
widow, Mrs. Evelyn Van Meter Berryman and 
their two young daughters. The sympathy of 
breeders and owners throughout the country has 
been extended to Charles H. Berryman on his be- 
reavement and the Thoroughbred Club of Amer- 
ica in session at Lexington last Saturday noon 
adopted resolutions which were sent to him. 

Mr. Berryman is at present manager of Henry 
Oliver’s Poplar Hill Farm. He came into the 
racing picture as the manager of the late James 
B. Haggin’s Elmendorf Farm of approximately 
13,000 acres. He later was manager of Harry 
Payne Whitney’s farm. He was twice president 
of the Thoroughbred Horse Association and has 
played a very important part in the upbuilding 
of Thoroughbred horse breeding in America. 
DEATH OF MRS. JACK CHINN 

Mrs. Ruth Morgan Chinn, 85, died at her home 
at Munday’s Landing, Mercer County, Ky., Satur- 
day morning, February 17. Interment in the 
cemetery at Harrodsburg followed services in the 
Harrodsburg Methodist Church last Sunday 
afternoon. Mrs. Chinn was the widow of the late 
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Col. Jack Chinn, noted breeder, owner, starter 
and first Chairman of the Kentucky State Racing 
Commission, he having, as a member of the Ken- 
tucky Senate, sponsored the bill creating the 
Commission. Mrs. Chinn was sister to the late 
Col. George Morgan, who was Col. Chinn’s part- 
ner in the racing firm of Chinn & Morgan. They 
owned Leonatus, winner of the Kentucky Derby 
in 1883, and named a breeding establishment the 
Leonatus Stock Farm, in Mercer County, where 
Mrs. Chinn was born. Mrs. Chinn was the mother 
of four sons, all of whom survive her, Christopher 
(Kit), Morgan, George and Phil T. Christopher 
lives in California; Morgan at Louisville; George 
at Harrodsburg, and Phil T., the noted breeder 
and owner, at Lexington. Surviving also are 
several grandchildren and great grandchildren. 
FIRE AT FAIR GROUNDS 

Five barns and three offices at the Lexington 
Fair Grounds, owned by the Kentucky Trotting 
Horse Breeders’ Association, of which Samuel M. 
Look, general manager of Castleton, is president, 
were destroyed by fire of undetermined origin 
early last Sunday morning. Two trotters, Her- 
bert Spencer and Oh Girl, owned by John P. San- 
born, of Lexington, were destroyed in the flames. 
All other horses were saved. A_ considerable 
quantity of feed, harness and stable equipment 
also was lost. The annual meeting of the 
K. T. H. B. A. will be held March 5, when the 
matter of re-building these barns and also the 
grandstand, destroyed in October, 1931, will be 
considered. There is a revival of talk concerning 
a combination of interests between the Ken- 
tucky Association and the K. T. H. B. A. looking 
to the establishment of one plant for both run- 
ning and trotting races.

William R. Woollatt, one of Canada’s most suc- 
cessful racing promoters, was in Lexington a 
short while last week on business in connection 
with a bus line which he operates.

HE attempt of the opponents of racing in 

Texas to tax it out of existence has failed, 
House Bill 22, introduced by Representative Otis 
Dunagan, proposing an extra take-out of 10 per 
cent for the State of Texas from pari-mutuel 
pooling, was killed in the Senate Committee on 
State Affairs February 15 without a dissenting 
vote. The bill had passed the House. Had this 
measure been adopted the total take-out would 
have been 20 per cent, of which 1214 per cent to 
the State of Texas. There is talk at Austin to 
the effect that another attempt may be made by 
the proponents of the bill to re-introduce it. The 
friends of racing are on guard. It is not expected 
at Austin that in the remote event of the passage 
of such a measure that it would become law. 
Governor Miriam A. Ferguson is a friend of rac- 
ing and there are good grounds for belief that she 
would veto such a measure so certain to close 
the tracks in the Lone Star State. 


RHODE ISLAND. 


At Providence on February 13, Governor Green 
had a measure introduced in the House of 
Representatives proposing that the voters of 
Rhode Island shall decide in a special referendum 
election, to be held in March, whether they wish 
to legalize pari-mutuel betting on horse racing. 
A bill to legalize such betting was passed by 
the legislature last year and was vetoed by 
Governor Green. At the present time there are 
two similar bills before the legislature. 

NEW YORK 

Senator John J. Dunnigan, of Brooklyn, leader 
of the Democratic majority in the upper branch 
of the New York Legislature, at Albany on 
Monday night of this week inaugurated a move- 
ment which apparently is designed to take 
control of racing in New York State from the 
hands of The Jockey Club and place it entirely 
with the State Racing Commission, the powers 
of which very likely will be broadened if Senator 
Dunnigan is successful in his undertaking. Sena- 
tor Dunnigan had requested on Monday of last 
week that the annual report of Secretary of 
State Edward J. Flynn be held on the table that 
he might “discuss it at some length in the near 
future.” Senator Flynn in this report endorsed 
the Crawford-Herman bill which proposed legal- 
ization of cash betting at the race courses and 
would leave control of racing with The Jockey 
Club. Senator Dunnigan, in taking up his dis- 
cussion for the Flynn report and also the recent 
report of the State Racing Commission, stated 
that he is in possession of facts about racing 
that would “shock the nation.” He characterized 
the report of the New York Racing Commission 
as “vague, incomplete and inaccurate.” He intro- 
duced and was successful in having the Senate 
adopt a resolution calling for a report from the 
State Racing Commission on various phases of 
race track operation and the conduct of racing. 
The resolution asks the Racing Commission 
whether it had ever investigated racketeering at 
race tracks and also if it had made an investiga- 
tion of the practice of putting sponges in the 
noses of horses. It is evident that the “battle is 
on” for the preservation of racing under The 
Jockey Club’s control as well as for the adoption 
of a cash betting law.

HE Pompey-on-*Polymelian cross so frequent- 
ly used at William R. Coe’s Shoshone Stud, 
Lexington, was again successful in American 
racing last year and consequently *Polymelian 
was able to take fifth place on the list of leading 
broodmare sires, just one notch lower than 1932. 
Three of the four stakes winners on the following 
list are by Pompey out of daughters of *Poly- 
melian, and 10 others of the total of 41 winners 
listed below are by Pompey.

HE American Thoroughbred, taken by and 

large, is distinguished by his speed and 
shamed by his lack of stamina. The evolution of 
the sport, on the breeding side, as well as in rac- 
ing itself, has been such that today the distance 
runner and the distance race are very much the 
exception. THE BLOOD-HORSE wishes the Ameri- 
can breeder to know where he stands as regards 
the possession of speed and stamina, to watch the 
evolution which is now going on under his direc- 
tion, and to have the information available to 
guide him if he ever decides to change the course 
of that evolution and restore to the Thorough- 
bred in this country his prestige as a distance 
runner. 

Below are published statistics which show for 
each stallion the average distance of the races 
won by his get (2-year-olds not included) in the 
last three years, the period encompassed by THE 
BLOOD-HORSE statistics. This is the third season 
such averages have been published. When the 
first year’s list was given it was announced that 
the figures would be cumulative, and that any 
average given in subsequent years would include 
all the previous races by the older get of each 
stallion, within the period for which statistics 
are available. No stallion is included in the fol- 
lowing list whose sons and daughters more than 
2 years old did not win five or more races in 
1933. Besides the three-year average for each 
stallion, there are given also, for 1933 only, the 
number of his winners, the number of races won, 
and the maximum distance of any race won by 
one of his get. Distances are given in furlongs. 

No account is taken of races won by 2-year- 
olds or of steeplechase races. All other races on 
recognized tracks in North America are included. 

There are 391 stallions on the list, 36 more 
than last year. They may be grouped as follows:
